JURY ON PLANE CRASH 


SAYS ‘POOR JUDGMENT = 


Coroner’s Verdict Blames Pilots 
for Flying Low) Over 
Saugus Hills. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, May 21,—A Cor- 
oner’s jury held yesterday that the 
crash of an $80,000 airliner in the 
Saugus hills in which nine persons 
were killed was “accidental and due 
to faulty judgment on the part of 
both the pilot and co-pilot.” 

“We recommend,” the verdict 
said, “that all pilots flying planes 
carrying passengers be instructed 
by proper authorities and required 
to fly at 1000 feet elevation above 
the highest mountain points on the 


route being flown when leaving or 


entering all airports in this area.” 
Two other major plane crashes 
have occurred in the Saugus-New- 
hall hill area in the past two years. 
The plane wrecked Monday was not 
on a regular commercial flight. It 
was being flown to St. Paul by way 


Mrs. Clara Weiss of Mint Can- 
yon testified the plane flew so low 
over her home that chickens and 
turkeys were frightened, She said 
she ran out of the house but it avas 
too foggy to see the plane. Later 
she “heard a “terrible clattering 
sound.” 

Walter Peterson, a rancher who 
found the wrecked plane Wednes- 
day morning, said he saw no evi- 
dence that fire had broken out in 
it before it crashed. 

Joseph Marriott, an inspector for 
the Bureau of Air Commerce, read 
a section of the civil air traffic reg- 
ulations which requires that pilots 
fly at a minimum altitude of 500 
feet over apen country. 

“Do you think there was any vio- 
lation of bureau rules in this 
flight?” Coroner Frank Nance 
asked. 

“I’m not prepared to say,“ Mar- 
riott replied, “but obviously that 
ship was not 500 feet from the 
hill where it crashed.”

Problems of Child Adoption. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WOULD like to answer the query of 

“Curious,” which appeared in this col- 
umn on May 11 under the title, “Why Are 

Denied Real Homes? 

It is doubtless true that many people 
in this community seeking children for 
adoption are unsuccessful in their search. 
In many instances, this is due not to @ 
lack of children, but to the unavailability 
of the particular child they are seeking. 
Most families want small babies, and the 
number of children in that age group is 
were frequently factor in the 

0 uen some factor 
family itself makes it impossible for an 
agency to give it a child. Some of the 
reasons why agencies in St. Louis do not 
accept certain applications from people 
who wish to adopt children are: Resi- 
dence of the foster family in another 
state, making difficult a study of the 
home and visits during the probation 
period impossible; inadequate incomes, 
crowded living conditions, poor neighbor- 
hoods, doubtful health, personality diffi- 
culties and religious differences. 

It is also true that there are thousands 
of children in St. Louis under the care 
of orphanages and child-placing agencies. 
However, the majority of these children 
are not orphans. At the time of the last 
census, there were 5798 children in foster 
care in St. Louis and St. Louis County. 
Only 418 of these, or about 7 per cent 
of the total number, were full orphans. 
The remainder were in need of foster 
care because of the physical or mental 
iliness of one or both parents, because 
of the divorce or separation of their 
parents, or because of certain other fac- 
tors which caused the home to be broken 
and made it at least temporarily unfit 
for the children to remain. Eighty per 
cent of these children return to their 
own homes or to the homes of relatives 
when they leave the orphanage or the 
foster home. 

Even the 418 orphans, however, are 
not all available for adoption. Many of 
them have sisters and brothers from 
whom they do not wish to be separated. 
Some have grandparents, aunts and 
uticles who are interested in them and 
with whom they might ultimately find 
a home. A large proportion are older 
children, for whom it is difficult. to find 
adoptive homes. Agencies are constantly 
trying to stimulate the interest of pros- 
pective foster parents in these older chil- 
dren, But it is the rare person who can 
temper the immediate satisfaction he 
would receive from the experience of 
loving and cherishing a small child with 
the thoughtful consideration of what he 
has to offer an older child who has al- 
ready lived through part of his childhood 
in another environment. 

Planning for children in foster care 
must be done carefully and thoughtfully, 
with a due regard to all the ties that are 
meaningful to them, so that the goal of 
every reputable child-caring. agency, to 
give each child that care which is best 
suited to his needs, may be fully realized.

DR. PARRAN’S ACHIEVEMENT, 

Each year Villanova College confers the Mendel 
Medal on a Catholic who makes an outstanding con- 
tribution to science, The medal takes its name from 
the Augustinian monk John Gregor Mendel, famed 
for his studies in the mechanism of organic inheri- 
tance. This year the medal goes to Dr. Thomas Par- 
ran, Surgeon-General of the United States, for his 
brilliant campaign against the scourges of syphilis 
and gonorrhea. 

Perhaps it is more accurate to say that Dr. Par- 
ran’s campaign has been directed at an attitude of 
mind—a taboo—which prevented free discussion and 
recognition of these diseases. Long before Dr. Par- 
ran appeared upon the scene, medical science had per- 
fected the diagnosis and treatment of venereal] dis- 
eases, but it remained for someone of outstanding in- 
telligence and character to strip from them the veil 
draped by an outmoded prudery. 

Partly because of that veil, venereal disease has 
spread until it has become a menace to national 
health. It is said that one of every 10 persons is 
afflicted, many of them contracting the diseases in- 
nocently, and the toll in broken lives, pain, insanity 
and death is beyond computation. This tragedy is 
intensified because it need not occur. It arises from 
inadequate treatment or no treatment at all, from 
quackery and, above all, from the taboo which has 
forbidden an open attack on the problem. 

Dr. Parran has shattered the taboo. His writings on 
the subject of syphilis and gonorrhea have been 
broadcast throughout the country and his example 
has emboldened many publications, hitherto silent 
on the subject, to join him in bringing it out into the 
open. But Dr. Parran is not content with words. 
He says: “We can’t talk the spirochetes (syphilis 
germs) to death. We have to bombard them with 
arsphenamines (medicine).” Through his influence, 
Congress has approved a $15,000,000 appropriation to 
fight venereal diseases, as tuberculosis, scarlet fever 
and diphtheria are being fought. 

It may. well be that, in the light of history, Dr. 
Parran’s work will be considered the most impor- 
tant public health achievement of our time; certain- 
I. his reversal of national psychology on the sub- 
ject is of itself a masterpiece. Villanova’s medal 
has found a worthy wearer, 

That wasn’t much of a duel the French playwrights 
fought, but it once more proved the adage that the 
pen is mightier than the epee. 
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SIGNIFICANCE OF SUCHOW’S CAPTURE. 

It the Japanese can. follow up immediately the 
decided strategic advantage they have gained by the 
capture of Suchow, their war of Chinese conquest 
may be considerably shorter than the slow progress 
of recent weeks had indicated. Suchow is a vital 
rail center, where the east-and-west Lunghai railway 
and the north-and-south Tientsin-Pukow railway in- 
tersect. Its capture gives the Japanese an opening 
for penetrating into Central China and ultimately 
reaching Hankow, Chiang Kai-shek’s capital, which 
is some 300 miles from Suchow. The victory makes 
possible the uniting of the two Japanese forces that 
have been pressing from north and south on the 
Suchow area.

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HOW NOT TO SELL BONDS. 

The Belleville City Council has given this section 
a poignant lesson in how not to dispose of a public 
bond issue. The Council sold $582,000 worth of 
municipal sewer bonds at a figure which allowed the 
bond broker to make a profit of $69,149. St. Louis 
dealers estimate that a normal profit would have 
been 1% per cent, or about $8700. 

In other words, if the bonds had been disposed 
of by sealed bids, the City of Belleville would prob- 
ably be some $50,000 better off than it is today. Or 
stated differently, there was a needless waste of 
nearly 10 per cent of the tötal amount of the bonds. 

Neither Illinois nor Missouri has a law requiring 
that public bond issues be sold by competitive 
sealed bids, opened publicly. Both states sorely need 
such a law. Neither Gov. Horner of Illinois nor Gov. 
Stark of Missouri should allow another session of 
the Legislature to go by without closing up this 
loophole for costly favoritism or inefficient admin- 
istration. : .

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REASON FOR THAT DEAD-END VIADUCT. 
Recent complaints of citizens pointing to the need 
of a proper approach for the western end of the 


Arsenal street viaduct demonstrate that the public 


memory sometimes is short. Persons now bemoan- 
ing a lack of civic foresight which leaves the viaduct 
in this situation evidently have forgotten that street- 
widening plans which would have remedied the de- 
fect were repealed, along with a number of other 
similar improvement proposals, early in 1933, because 
of the widespread protests of taxpayers against the 
expense. 

Under the major street plan, the western end of 
this bridge over the Frisco Railway yards and the 
River des Peres Drainage Works would have con- 
nected with an important circumferential route, 
the McCausland-Leamington-Wellington-Wabash thor- 
oughfare. A short spur on Canterbury avenue would 
have led into the suburban major street system. 
Maplewood, indeed, carried out its share of the wid- 
ening of Canterbury. 

However, in the ‘depth of the depression, after the 
big bill to the taxpayers for the Gravois avenue 
widening, and as the Republican administration of 
Mayor Miller neared its end, public demand forced 


the cancellation of nearly all the remaining plans. 


Ordinances introduced by Alderman Pahl, one of the 
first Democratic members of the board; were enacted, 
repealing the condemnation orders for widening 
Canterbury and the McCausland-Leamington section, 
also for widening Arsenal street, between Fifty-ninth 
street and Kingshighway, east of the viaduct.

eet. What a. scramble for busi- 
ness! 

Did they get the same amount 
of business? Not at all. In fact, 
far from it, for ont lad—a Negro 
boy—got more than any other two. 


None of the bootblacks had a 
stand. For the most part they had 
a chair for the customer to sit in, 
a small box to put his feet on, and 
some of them had pads.to kneel on 
as they worked; though sometimes 
the customer had to stand up, and 
most of the bootblacks did. not call 


out. Some ef them looked at you, 


pointed suddenly to your shoes and 
said, “Shine.” Some said “Shine 
your shoes. But that was about all. 
And these didn’t do much business. 
The most perfunctory and non- 
thinking sidewalk selling you can 
imagine. 


But the Negro boy was a psy- 
chologist. If I had told him’ that, 
he probably would have thought me 
a bit cracked.
